above subject* This draft directive appears to establish pro- 
cedures -which should adequately meet the needs of the Department 
of State for intelligence from this source, and the Department 
concurs -with it# 


We believe, however, that it would be highly desirable to 
establish ASPIC, at least in skeleton or stand-by form, at the 
earliest possible moment. A number of practical details remain 
to be worked out in connection with the operations of ASPIC j 
these details should be studied and decided upon, and a cadre 
organization created which could commence activity at once should 
hostilities involving U.S. forces commence in any area. 


Of particular concern to us at this time is the paucity of 
intelligence of a political, economic and sociological nature 
currently being received from POW sources in Korea. In the event 
that armed conflict continues in Korea, or that PCSW's remain in 
custody of U.S. forces, it is strongly urged that ASPIC be placed 
in operation in that area in order that POW's may be exploited to 
meet the intelligence needs of all IAC agencies.
